GREEN LIGHT 


SENATE CONFIRMS KAGAN 
FOR SUPREME COURT

WASHINGTON The Senate confirmed Elena Kagan as the nation’s 112th 
justice of the U.S. Supreme Court on Thursday in a largely partisan 
63-37 vote. 

Kagan, 50, the US. solicitor general, replaces the retired Justice 
John Paul Stevens. Once she is sworn into office, the Supreme Court 
will include for the first time in history three sitting female justices. 
She will become the youngest justice to join the court since Clarence 
Thomas in 1991. After three days of debate on the Senate floor, five 
Republicans crossed party lines to vote for Kagan, with one Demo- 
crat opposing her. 

The outcome in the Senate had long been expected because of the 
substantial Democratic majority and the inability of Republicans to 
identify a vulnerability in her record that would spur opposition be- 
yond the ranks of the GOP and conservative interest groups. 

Kagan, however, faced serious questions from Republicans about 
her lack of judicial and courtroom experience. Before joining the 
Obama administration last year as its top advocate before the Supreme 
Court, Kagan spent most of her career in academia. She served as dean 
of Harvard Law School and spent time during the 1990s as a policy 
adviser in the Clinton White House. 

Her work in Democratic administrations sparked worries among 
Republicans that she would view the law through a political prism 
rather than approach cases objectively. Kagan also was criticized for 
her efforts as dean of Harvard Law to bar military recruiters from us- 
ing career services resources at the school over opposition to the Pen- 
tagon’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy toward gay and lesbian soldiers. 

In the end, none of the concerns was enough to torpedo the nomi- 
nation. But Kagan became the third consecutive high court pick to 
receive fewer than a three-fourths majority in the Senate, a trend that 
suggests that, in a departure from historical practice, the nominations 
are becoming increasingly politicized 
and that nominees now are being 
treated like a piece of legisla-

President Obama sought to help U.S. Senate can- 
didate Alexi Giannoulias on two fronts Thursday, 
raising much-needed campaign cash and reassur- 
ing voters that the Democrat is a trusted ally who 
can be counted on to help advance a progressive 
agenda.

Where President Obama would dine for his 49th 
birthday had been the topic of much specula- 
tion. When he finally settled on Graham Elliot 

in River North, an eager crowd of onlookers 
formed almost immediately. The president 
spent more than three hours at his birthday din- 
ner with several of his closest Chicago friends— 
University of Chicago Hospital Vice President 
Eric Whitaker, businessman Marty Nesbitt and 
Valerie Jarrett—as well as Oprah Winfrey and 
her friend Gayle King. 


“Alexi is my friend. I know his character. I know 
how much he loves this country. I know how com- 
mitted he is to public service for all the right rea- 
sons,” the president said. “I appreciate his strong 
sense of advocacy for ordinary Americans. He’s not 
doing this to help the lobbyists. He’s not doing it to 
help special interests.” 

Although Obama and Giannoulias have a long 
history, their relationship had been strained over 
the Senate contest. In 2004, Giannoulias helped 
introduce Obama to the city’s Greek community

and donors when Obama won the US. Senate seat 
Giannoulias is now seeking. Two years later, Obama 
repaid the favor by endorsing Giannoulias for state 
treasurer over the Democratic organization-backed 
candidate. But last year, the White House was ac- 
tively trying to recruit a sure-win Senate candidate 
despite Giannoulias’ early entry into the contest. 

Obama’s fundraising appearance came at a criti- 
cal time for Giannoulias. The treasurer’s political 
viability had been questioned until his Republican 
Senate opponent, five-term North Shore US. Rep. 
Mark Kirk, stumbled badly when it came out that 
he had embellished and misstated his Naval Re- 
serve record and personal history. Even with those 
problems, Kirk entered the final months of the 
campaign with nearly $4 million to spend while 
Giannoulias had about $1 million. 

Earlier Thursday, Obama told auto workers at a 
South Side Ford plant that his bailout push helped 
save an “industry on the brink.” 

Obama also announced a $250 million import- 
export loan guarantee for Ford, which he said will 
help the company export hundreds of thousands of 
vehicles.

William Ayers, an education professor and former Vietnam 
War-era radical, is planning to retire after more than 20 years 
at the University of Illinois at Chicago, a top school official 
confirmed Thursday.

The school has faced its share of negative attention because 
of Ayers, a former member of the Weather Underground. The 
radical group was responsible for a number of bombings, in- 
cluding one in a Pentagon bathroom. 

Ayers worked with Barack Obama before his presidency on 
education reform, and Ayers’ ties became an issue for Obama 
in the 2008 presidential election. 

Ayers’ retirement had nothing to do with the negative 
press, Chou said, adding that the university will miss him. 

“Tt will be more than a ripple because he’s made a signifi- 
cant mark here,” Chou said. “He’s been really a very good col- 
league here. He has hundreds of students who really cherish 
that they’ve had the experience of being taught by him.” 

Ayers could not immediately be reached for comment.

Freed father speaks 
after 5 years in jail

WICHITA FALLS, Texas Barely 24 hours after 
being released from Lake County Jail, where 
he was held for the murders of his young 
daughter and her friend, Jerry Hobbs was 
introspective and calm about his five-year or- 
deal. 

Sitting in his mother’s home Thursday, 
Hobbs displayed a gentle confidence that 
the truth will come out about the gruesome 
deaths. 

“It’s not about me. It’s about my kid. It’s 
about my baby, Laura,” said Hobbs, who was 
driven to Texas by three members of his de- 
fense team. 

They talked mostly about his case dur- 
ing the 14-hour drive home, he said. They 
delivered him to his mother at about 2 a.m. 
Thursday, meeting at a convenience store in 
Wichita Falls, Texas. 

Hobbs was released Wednesday morning 
after prosecutors dropped charges accusing 
him of killing his 8-year-old daughter and 
her 9-year-old friend, Krystal Tobias. Hobbs 
was charged shortly after he confessed to 
stabbing the girls to death in a Zion park in 


May 2005. 

Hobbs later recanted the confession, and 
authorities say DNA now has linked the kill- 
ings to another man. 

Hobbs said he was afraid to show anger, to 
scream his innocence from jail. He believes he 
was kept in isolation for at least half of his five 
years in jail because it would give prosecutors 
more reason to pronounce him guilty. 

“The only thing they had gotten out of me 
was what they got out of a broken father,” said 
Hobbs, who turns 40 on Aug. 15. “I just lost 
my child.” 

“She was my baby girl. She was my joy and 
my pride, and to find her the way I did, it 
would knock anybody to their knees.” 

Hobbs was asked if he deserved an apol- 
ogy from prosecutors, who still stop short of 
declaring him innocent and will only say they 
cannot prove their case beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 

“They owe theirselves an apology,” he said, 
adding that the state’s attorney’s office has 
only opened itself up to criticism and further 
scrutiny. “It’s not over yet. It’s going to bring 
up lies from other cases.”

registered as a presidential con- 
tender Thursday, in a move into politics 
that generated an outburst of popular en- 
thusiasm in his poor, earthquake-ravaged 
homeland. 

“I would like to tell President Barack 
Obama that the United States has Obama 
and Haiti has Wyclef Jean,” the three-time 
Grammy award-winner, who is 40, told 
cheering supporters in a downtown area of 
Port-au-Prince. 

“This is the only president who will dance 
when Creole hip-hop is being played,” Jean 
said in a speech after formally declaring his 
candidacy for the Nov. 28 presidential elec- 
tion. 

He filed papers at the electoral council 
to run as a candidate for the Viv Ansanm 
(Live Together) political party, as excited 
young supporters clad in white T-shirts 
packed the surrounding streets, which still 
bore the scars of the devastating Jan. 12 
earthquake. 

The registration was required ahead of 
a Saturday filing deadline, and authorities 
now have until Aug. 17 to approve or reject 
his candidacy for the Nov. 28 ballot. 

Jean, standing and waving to onlookers 
from the open sunroof of his sport util- 
ity vehicle, drew repeated chants of “Long 
Live Wyclef” and “President Jean” as his 
impromptu motorcade later wound its way 
through the densely packed streets of the 
capital. 

One potential obstacle, according to 
Eduardo Gamarra, a political science pro- 
fessor at Florida International University, is 
Jean’s lack of management skills in a coun-

The idea of an urban burg- 

| er bar quite strikes my fan- 
cy, cosmopolitan fellow that 
lam. Sophisticated city burgers, created 
with ingredients from the Midwestern 
countryside? What delightful potential! 
As soon as | learned that such a place 


existed—indeed, it opened just a week 
ago-—I trotted over to sample the goods. 


The burger: A half-pound patty, made 
with hormone- and antibiotic-free 
Midwestern beef, and seasoned far bet- 
ter than most. Sadly, what might have 
been a superlative dining experience 
came undone when my “medium rare” 
burger came out identical to my com- 
panion’s “medium” burger. Good chefs 
of Chicago, hear my plea: If the kitchen 
will not or cannot cook a burger to me- 
dium rare, say so, for goodness’ sake! 


The fixings: The specialty of the house 
is something called “stackers,” which 
as | can best discern means “obscenely 
indulgent toppings in insane combina- 
tions.” Take, for example, the Golden Ox 
($11), a burger like any other. But then 
they have the audacity to top it witha 
split bratwurst, sauerkraut and swiss 
cheese! And then there’s Les Urbain 
($11), with brie, onion jam and Dijonaise. 
Oh la la! Tres decadent! 


The bun: Buttery perfection from 
Labriola, toasted with just enough heft 
to handle over-the-top toppings. Bravo. 


Everything else: | do so appreciate 
options! Mac and cheese, fried pickles, 
nine varieties of fries ... where to begin? 
Truffle fries ($5), kissed with truffle oil 
and served with truffle aioli on the side, 
were well-suited to my refined palate. 


Bottom line: Urban Burger Bar has all 
the trappings of greatness. Cook those 
burgers as requested, and so it shall be.

LOS ANGELES Mark Wahlberg may have been fairly 
new to comedy when he signed on for “The Other 
Guys,” but working with Will Ferrell was exactly 
what he wanted. 

“Everybody wants to work with this guy,” Wahl- 
berg said during a recent news conference for the 
film, which opens Friday. “It’s not really about the 
money, it’s more about the experience. I’ve always 
wanted to do a comedy, and to get an opportunity 
to work with these guys was a dream come true. It’s 
just really fun coming to work every day.” 

The film features Ferrell and Wahlberg as a pair of 
misfit NYPD cops who seemingly are serving a life- 
time sentence as desk jockeys while their colleagues 
get all the good cases. Terry Hoitz (Wahlberg) is 
being punished for having shot New York Yankees 
shortstop Derek Jeter in one of his multimillion- 
dollar legs. Alan Gamble (Ferrell) has issues with 
firearms and now is content to stare at his computer 
screen all day reciting meaningless statistics. 

Frustrated by his personal and professional lives, 
Hoitz hopes the Ponzi scheme case he has stum-

bled upon will help him get his mojo back. Hilar- 
ity ensues when he has to ride shotgun in Gamble’s 
Prius to solve the crime. Samuel L. Jackson, Mi- 
chael Keaton, Dwayne Johnson and Eva Mendes 
co-star. 

You would think a comedy veteran such as Fer- 
rell would help out newbie Wahlberg on the set, 
but that wasn’t the case. 

“T feel like it’s really more important to be cut- 
throat on set and not look out for each other,” Fer- 
rell said with a straight face. “It provides a certain 
tension and it makes for a horrible work environ- 
ment but, boy, does it pop on screen.” 

At least Wahlberg had one up on Ferrell: Just as 
comedy is a departure for the former Calvin Klein 
model, playing a crime fighter isn’t exactly Ferrell’s 
forte. 

Wahlberg said he enjoyed watching his co-star 
make a fool of himself during their high-octane ac- 
tion scenes. 

“Exactly,” he said. “I had a lot of fun making 
this movie. I certainly felt very comfortable when 
it came to anything cop-ish or action. But with all 
the other stuff, I basically just wanted to follow

their lead.” 

According to Keaton, who plays Hoitz and 
Gamble’s captain, Wahlberg kept pace with the 
veteran comedians on set. 

“When you look at him, he’s nice enough, but he 
looks as though he’s going to kick my ass—and that 
doesn’t feel very comfortable,” Keaton said. “And 
he’s ridiculously funny.” 

Two of Wahlberg’s humorous scenes involved 
dancing. At one point, he busts some moves while 
directing speeding cars on a busy Manhattan street. 
In another scene, he showcases an almost flawless 
pirouette in an effort to win back his girlfriend. 

“T thought it was easier than it was,” Wahlberg 
said. “I trained with a guy for a while, and when it 
came down to it, I just couldn’t get [it right].” 

Adam McKay, Ferrell’s writing/producing part- 
ner, scoffed at that notion, saying the father of 
three did learn the steps but had some trouble with 
the jumps and spins. 

“Unless you’re a world-class athlete, that’s hard 
to do,” McKay said. “He did a great job, and he re- 
ally worked very hard at it.”

Fighting for forgiveness 


Remember how “Before Sunset” updated us 
on what the characters of “Before Sunrise” 
were doing about a decade later? Well, writer- 
director Todd Solondz’s “Wartime” does the 
same for his controversial 1998 comedy “Hap- 
piness,” except the subject matter is 2,000 
times darker and different actors play the same 
characters. Main topic: considering how—or 
whether—to forgive, forget or neither. 

The verdict: Still examining the corners of 
human nature with a twisted snarl, Solondz is a 
master of creating an alternate universe that’s 
disturbingly similar to our own. The weight of 
the world pushes on every scene, but no one ex- 


periences anything that someone hasn’t expe- 
rienced before. Guilt hovers large, particularly 
for convicted pedophile Bill (Ciaran Hinds) and 
for Joy (Shirley Henderson), who sees visions 
of the man (Paul Reubens) who committed sui- 
cide because of her. Even the forward-thinking 
characters experience a swinging pendulum of 
satisfaction and rage. The two-arch movie asks 
so many fascinating questions about the limits 
of forgiveness that it loses sight of any answers, 
yet its curiosity is exhilarating. Few filmmakers 
so fearlessly consider the big, sick comedy hap- 
pening every day to everyone.

Dance moves sizzle 
but jerky 3-D fizzles 


Geeky NYU engineering major Moose (Adam Sevani) rekindles 

his passion for dancing when he—no joke—accidentally gets into 

a dance battle with one of the Samurais, a top street dance crew. 
Moose then is recruited to join rival crew the Pirates, a band of mis- 
fit dancers who live and train in an impres- 
sively designed Brooklyn warehouse dubbed 
the Vault. Perhaps with Moose’s help, the 
Pirates can win $100K at the city’s biggest 
street dance competition and avoid the Vault 
being bought by Julien (Joe Slaughter), the 
nasty trust-fund baby who also happens to be leader of the Samurais. 

The buzz: The bar isn’t set very high for the third in any series, 
let alone a dance flick series. Can 3-D embellishments at least 
make the moves pop and lock? 

The verdict: As with pretty much all dance movies, be prepared 
to snicker at laughable lines (“You’re B-Fab. Born from a boom- 
box.”) and a plotline that becomes increasingly far-fetched. It’s 
a mediocre framework for the killer soundtrack, wicked chore- 
ography and impressive physical tricks that are the only reason 
anyone’s seeing “Step Up 3D” anyway. Still, dazzling dancing isn’t 
enough to distract from major lapses in story logic or the 3-D 
treatment’s habit of making the dance moves look jerky. The visual 
effects generate more amusement from stuff like floating bubbles 
and balloons, items people don’t exactly need 3-D movies to expe-
